P »wer to the people? Why not? 
After all, the days of cheap elec- 
trical energy look to be long gone 
Meanwhile, day after day, the 
sun bathes the globe in light ener- 
gy that’s free for the taking 
Surely you’ve thought once or 
twice about how great it would be 
to set up a solar power system 
harness that energy and tell the 
power company to contemplate a 
hike that doesn’t involve rates 
Perhaps you’ve imagined generat- 
ing more electricity than you need 
and feeding it back into the sys- 
tem for others to use. Maybe 
you've even dreamed of seeing 
your power meter run backwards. 
So why not? Because you can’t. 
Not that it’s a technical impossi- 
bility, mind you. You're not 
allowed to — not yet, anyway. 
EPCOR, Edmoniton’‘s power utili- 
ty, says that the Canadian 
Electrical Code forbids the use of 
some regulating equipment, and 
that position has stationed a cloud 
directly over Helene Narayana‘s 
solar-powered dream. 
The activist and retired journal- 
ist believes firmly in conservation. 
She retrofitted her university-area 
home with an extensive set of 
energy-saving features. The result 
is that she didn’t have to pay any- 
thing to heat her house this win- 
ter. In fact, thanks to the provin- 
cial goverment’s rebates, she still 
carries a credit on her gas bill. 
Now she’s ready to take the 
next step. “I went as far as I could 
in terms of conservation, be 
ve 








ront yard. The pan- 
Cé verate 100 watts, enough 
to power a light bulb. 

Narayana has gone to a lot of 
effort to get cheap light, but that’s 
not the point in her view. “I have 
strong principles. I want to make 
a statement. It’s not to save 
money, because it would take me 
roughly 20 years to get my money 
back, but that’s not the idea. It's 
where I believe I should invest my 
money.” / 

The long-standing knock 
against solar power has been that 
the components are just too 
expensive. Engineer Gordon 
Howell figures there’s more to the 
issue. “Everybody has the appear- 
ance of being concerned about the 
cost-effectiveness of the payback 
on solar power. And I tell them 
they’ re full of holes because they 
didn’t make that decision when it 
came to buying a car, did they? 

They plunk $25,000 or $50,000 into 
a car, and then 10 years from now 
they sell it because it’s worn out 
Now is that a wise thing to do? 
Whereas if they put that money 
into a solar power system — 10 
years from now? No problem.” 

Besides, he notes, these calcula- 
tions are based on current figures, 
which Albertans know are subject 
to change. “Last year if was a hun- 
dred-year payback. This year it’s 
50. As soon as Ralph lifts the cap 
[on electricity prices] maybe it‘ll 
go down to 25. Many utility com- 
panies are predicting that as the 
prices go up and the solar prices 
go down, ‘Il be a conver-

“It's very important to take 
everything into consideration 
when you consider various 
sources of energy. If each kind of 
energy was really looked at in 
terms of its true costs, not only 
financial costs but health costs, 
environment costs, then you could 
compare. It isn’t done at the 
moment.” 

Instead, she says, it falls to the 
taxpayer to bear the hidden costs 
of electricity. “With our economic

She suggests another issue that 
has to be factored into the analysis 
of cost: personal values. “What 
Kind of satisfaction will you be 
getting? Some people spend their 
money on monster homes. Other 
people spend the money on fancy 
cars. Well, it doesn’t interest me.” 
Nara points at her solar pan- 
els. “What interests me is this 


works in the sense that it’s pro- 

ducing electricity. But it’s going 
nowhere because EPCOR won't 
allow me to connect to the grid.” 

John Byron, EPCOR’s director of 
distribution, says that the utility 
doesn’t have an official policy on 
residential solar panels, but safety 
is a concern. “When solar panels 
are installed, they always connect- 
ed in parallel with the utility. If, 
for whatever reason, the utility 
should lose its supply, the solar 
panel is still feeding the utility. 
That causes safety concerns for a 
lineman who might be going out 
to work to do a repair. His expec- 
tation is that the line is de-ener- 
gized, but it’s still energized by 
the solar panels. 

Byron grants that Narayana’s 
system can’t generate enough 
energy to kill anyone. “But the 
difficulty is that if we bend the 
rules for Helene, then we don’t 
know how many other people are 
doing the same thing. That's a 
safety issue.” 

Narayana’s system does include 
a device to separate her panels 
from the grid in the case of a sys- 
tem failure, but it’s electronic. The 
code requires a physical point of 
disconnection, such as a breaker 
or a fuse. Howell, who helped 
Narayana set up her system, 
acknowledges that EPCOR is seri- 
ous about solar power, and he rec- 
ognizes their safety concerns. But 
he thinks that local i are 
being overly zealous.

Alliance Atlantis has signed a 
contract with Westcorp, the 
developer, to operate the new 
cinema, but Hutchinson pointed 
out the plans were drawn up 
three years ago, when every 
major film exhibitor in North 
America was madly expanding.

Alliance Atlantis has made sim- 
ilar plans in other markets, 
Hutchinson pointed out.

The plan restricts all new build- 
ings’ heights, but Westcorp has 
asked city council to change the 
ARP to allow the 
cinema/ parkade complex to be 
taller than the Varscona Hotel. 
Opponents argue that it will be 
the thin edge of the wedge, and 
once one highrise is built it will 
be impossible to refuse others. 
They say that this, in turn, will 
destroy the historic, pedestrian- 
oriented ambience of Old 
Strathcona, the city’s most popu- 
lar shopping and entertainment 
district.

Real reggae 


Beres Hammond has analog soul

Ro Hammond, who is audibly 
notina good way, sounds tired 
and distracted over the phone 
from his Toronto hotel. The reg- 
gae singer and 30-year veteran of 
the music scene is worn down 
from constant touri 1g and an 
unexpected virus that has his 
management worried about his 
voice. But Hammond is a trooper; 
despite a few false starts, the inter- 
view eventually happens. 

A revered figure within the reg- 
gae world since the early 1970s, 
Hammond has an eclectic writing 
and singing style that draws as 
much from the golden era of 
American soul music as it does 
from traditional Jamaican sounds. 
Hammond can channel the spirit 
of such Motown masters as 
Marvin Gaye or David Ruffin of 
the Temptations as easily as he 
does Dennis Brown or Peter Tosh. 
This is all in evidence on his 
newest album, Music is Life, an 
unabashed valentine to 
Hammond's preferred era of 
music. Hammond readily 
acknowledges his influences on 
one track, the sweet, lilting Rock 
Away that name-checks his 
Motown heroes. Hammond 
doesn’t just throw these names 
out as a nostalgic gesture to his 
audience; he firmly believes that 
his heroes have never been super- 
seded as songwriters and per- 
formers. 

“That's what I grew up on, what 
1 listened to. when I was young,” 
he says. “I think we have declined 
somewhat in songwriting. As far 
as I’m concerned, the best songs 
came from the ‘60s and ‘70s. And ;

Females are earning respect in the boys’ club

Among her idols is Elissa 
Steamer — one of the most promi- 
nent sponsored women in the 
sport who once refused over 
$1,000 to pose on the cover of Big 
Brother skateboarding magazine in 
a dress. “It still is really male 
dominated,” says Miller. “Nota 
lot of girls want to get dirty, not a 
lot of girls want to fall down and 
get scrapes and bruises and hurt 
themselves. It’s intimidating.” 

Fellow skater Denise Allison 
also feels pressure sometimes and 
pushes herself to earn respect by 
mastering bigger and better tricks. 
“Most of the time I find [that] it’s 
pretty cool,” she says casually, 
“But I have come across a couple 
of guys who are like ‘whatever 
she’s a chick, she can’t do noth-

ing.’ Sometimes that really upsets 
me.” 

The women’s friend and skating 
companion, Krista Kohuch, echoes 
this sentiment, remembering what 
it was like growing up in a small 
town where very few, especially 
women, skated. 

“I've had my board stolen. I’ve 
had somebody break my board 
because I’m a girl. I was tortured 
when I was in junior high school 
in Saskatchewan. I grew up ina 
town full of cowboys and hockey 
players. I had my pants pulled 
down because | wore really baggy 
pants — really mean stuff.” 

Kohuch decided to encourage 
other young women who were 
interested in the sport. With the 
help of a local church that donat- 
ed gym space, she set up a 
women-only skate night to pro- 
vide a comfortable place for rook- 
ie female skaters. 

Currently pursuing an educa- 
tion degree, Kohuch prefers skat- 
ing as a hobby, and is proud to 
teach other women boarders. 
“One thing that always bothered 
me about skateboarding is the 
whole disrespecting women and 
also the whole side of it about the 
‘bad behaviour’ and the ‘misled 
youth’ kind of menace-type kids. I 
want to show kids that there’s a 
really positive side to it and | 
think I’m a good example of that.’

Bio explores creation of standard time 


dard time — i.e., a system of 
agreed-upon time zones) at the 
International Prime Meridian 
Conference in Washington D.C. in 
1884. 

“In effect Fleming created a new 
1,000-mile zone (corresponding to 
a 15-degree time zone) where 
there had only been a 12-mile 
bubble of time,” says the ever-elo- 
quent San Francisco-based author. 

Prior to Fleming's system of 
time zones, every major centre set 
its clocks according to local astro- 
nomical conditions (i.e. “natural 
time” — when the sun is directly 
above, you set the clocks to noon). 
That's accurate only for about a 
dozen miles. This might have suf- 
ficed when it took far longer than 
an hour to travel from major city 
to major city, but it wouldn't do 
for a more mobile period domi- 
nated by higher speed rail travel 
and fast-as-electricity telegraph 
technology. “People riding trains 
in the 1870s and people aboard 
ships couldn't communicate with 


shoved aside by a brasher, can-do 
America forged in the heady years 
following the Civil War “Even 
that war was about time in a way 
— isn’t slavery all about the mas- 
sive denial of time? The Civil War 
was a battle between industrial, 
military time against agrarian nat- 
ural time.” 

The ramifications of this 
Victorian time revolution continue 
to resonate. Take the art of paint- 
ing. Victorians first revolutionized 
the artform by starting te paint 
from photographs, “freezing an 
object in time” and allowing an 
artist to truly work “within the 
moment.” 

This time-based obsession on 
the part of artists continues as the 
impact of various new and 
improved “time-freezing” tech- 
nologies continue to be felt. 
Artists struggle to continually 
redefine what it means to work in 
the moment and recontextualize 
how humans live and function 
within the flow of time: the back- 
wards flowing film Memento is 
just the most recent example of 
this intellectual trend. 

“In the end this book isn’t a typ- 
ical expansive biography, but 
seeks instead to do justice to 
Fleming in another fashion,” he 
concludes. “I wanted to pull the 
intellectual strands of his thought 
and life as far they could go.”
